ELECTRIC LIGHTING AT VAN- 
COUVER. 

Lively Discussions on the City Owning and 
Operating tho Plant— An 
Absorbing Topic, 

■Vancouver, Sept. 29 —(Special)— The 
trio light by-law Bhortly to be present- 
to tho oity for the purposo of raising 
5100,000 for tho purchaao of an electrio 
light plant by tho oity is still the great 
topio of conversation, much of tho space of 
the local paperB being taken up with this 
important subject. Laet ni^ht a large meet- 
ing was held at Mt. Pleasant. It was diffi- 
cult to aacortain which aide captured tho 
meeting. Some very forcible and vory 
plausible speeches wore made on both sides. 
Tho labor council also held a meetiug last 
night, principally for tho purpose of pass- 
ing the following resolution : 

" Whereas it is a settled prinoiplo of the 
Vancouver Trades and Labor Council that 
tho city should own and operate all its 
public services ; therefore be it resolved 
that this council endorse tho stepB taken by 
theCity Counoil towarda undertaking the 
lighting of the city ; — 

And further be it resolved that this 
council emphatically oondemn the argu- 
ments uaod by the opponents of the under- 
taking as being attempts to perpetuate un- 
principled monopoly and speculation; 

And further be it resolved that the mem- 
bers of this Council pledge themselves to 
use their utmost influence to have tho by- 
law authorising the undertaking passed by 
tho people. 

IMPROVED BUSINESS. 

Tho Fall Trade Opening Well-Money More 
Plentiful— Steamboat Collision at 
the Mouth of the River. 

New WKST.MiNSThR, Sept. 29 —(Special) 
— Tho merchants, one and all, agree that 
there is a notablo improvement in tho situ- 
ation ; money is moro plentiful and the fall 
trado is opening well. Thoy don't anticip- 
ate anything in the shape of a ruah but Beem 
to be confident that, the improvement will 
continue.

The theory is 
not without foundation, in viow of tho 
peculiar oiroumst.unces attonding tho recent 
fire in tho Central hotel, and also tho tire 
which mysteriously broke out in the Inter- 
national hot'. 1, ubout which no mention has 
hitherto been made. Tho mutter will bo 
thoroughly investigated, and no effort spared 
to loctuo tho perpetrator. 

MINNESOTA. FIRES. 

Especially Severe In tho Eastern Part of tho 
State. 

DuLOTH, Minn., Sept. 29.— Tho fires in 
tho woods and moadowB along tho lino of 
Eastern Minnesota aro quito sovoro, and 
this morning freight trains had difficulty in 
getting through because of tho dense smoke 
and hoat.

CAN TAKE PEKIN, 



Opinion That the Japanese Can Read- 
ily Occupy the Chinese 
Capital. 



Modern Weapons Have Not Mater- 
ially Modiiied Conditions of 
Naval Warfare. 



London, Sept. 29.— Tho Wostminster 
Gazette reprints Shanghai dispatches to 
London news agenoy stating that 
vague rumorB are circulating that 
the Japaneso forces have effected a 
landing to northward of Chefoo. A dis- 
patch received from Yokohama to tho aamo 
agenoy states that the reaervea and imperial 
guards have been ordered out for duty. 

Shanghai dispatches says the Chinese 
Emperor attributes the recent Chlneso de- 
feat to incompetency and corruption. This 
has oaused a panic in the palaoe, and render- 
ed the position of affairs in China extremely 
serious. 

A Tokio correspondent says: "The 
oommander of the Japanese warship Naniwa 
reports that in company with the warship 
AkitBuahima, he searched the Gulf of Tair- 
enwan in Manohuria and found the Chinese 
cruiBer Kwank Kai stranded. The Chinese 
on the approach of the Japanese veeaela 
fired their vessel and fled. 

A Port Arthur dispatch says tho Japan- 
ese Boot has established headquarters in tho 
Gulf of Korea, near the Chineso coast. The 
Gulf of Pechili is being patrolled by Japan- 
ese cruisers. 

Later advices from Shanghai state that 
the Japanese destroyed the stranded Chin- 
ese warship Kwang Kai. 

A dispatch from Simla to the Times says 
that the English papors there urge the rush 
of troops from India to Hong Kong and 
other treaty portB, aB letterB have beon re- 
ceived reporting a dangerous anti-foreign 
feeling in theao places. 

The Times publishes an article by an ex- 
port in whioh the writer compares and col- 
lates tho Times' advices from Choe Foo and 
the Central News dispatches from Tokio. 
Tho writer concludes that it may be Bifely 
affirmed that modern woapons havo not 
materially modified the conditions of naval 
warfare. 

' Japan's next movement," he says, "is 
now a quostion of the greatest importance. 
Chiua'u fleet ia virtually paralyzed and the 
iTap;ineao aro free to tranaport a forco in any 
direetiou. There are two principal couraea 
for them to pursue : First to strike direct 
for Pekln, and second, to ocoupy Formosa. 
Either cotirao 1b moro probable than a march 
to Moukdon. It soems certain that 25,000 
JapancBO could tako Pekin, whon Japan 
could obtain, so far ai China is concerned, 
any terms ahe is likoly to demand. On tho 
other hand, tho time availablo is vory Bhorb, 
owing to tho approach of wintor, and tho 
venture, though not impraotioablo, would bo 
vory rlbky. A force of 20.000 would Buffice 
to occupy Formosa, and a descont upon that 
placo is certainly among the immediate pos- 
sibilities. Japan seeks territorial expansion 
and Formoaa offers obvious advantages."

Honolulu, Sopt. 22— (Por steamer 
Monowal ) The Iron bark G. M. Wiloox, 
was wrookod on tho 18th upon the shoro of 
Molokai, about five miles from Honolulu, 
boing oarriod inBhoro by the current. The 
captain and crew landed in two boats at 
Honolulu oarly next morning. The ship 
and oargo aro a total Iobb.

At the bishops' conferonco at Buda-Pesthi 
Friday the primato of Hungary read a letter 
from the Pope, direoting tho episcopate la 
ubo its efforts with tho magnates to obtain 
modifications of the bill doallng with the re- 
ligion of children of mixed marriageB, bub 
tho lottor added that tho ugitation must nob 
take on illogal form. 

In view of tho fact that the Austro-Huu- 
garian legations have raised tho question of 
tho exolusivo right, anciontly belonging to 
sovereigns of Spain, Franoo and Austria, to 
objeot to the election of any car- 
dinal aB pope, a special olause will be added 
by tho Pope to the secreb inatruotiona to be 
given at the coming conclave, in order to 
frustrate any attempt to revive the right. 

There are premonitions of trouble be- 
tween Mexico and Guatemala, growing out 
of a dispute over the boundary botweeu the 
two countries. Guatemala haa undertaken 
to assert sovereignty over a considerable 
p'ece of torri o-y lying within the borders of 
a Mexican state. President Diaz has made 
a very Btrong representation of the case to 
the Mexican congress, and has indicated hi* 
intontionof vigorously upholding the Mexi- 
can claim of jurisdiction. 

The last counting of votes in the Norwe- 
gian elections shows that the Left has been 
victorious. The gains were at first thought 
to have boon by the Right, but they have 
been ovorcomo by tho Radicals, tho latter 
having carried the whole of tho Chronstjen 
diatrict which has been regarded as a Con- 
servative stronghold. About half the mem- 
bers of the new atorthing aro now oleoted, 
and a careful analysis disoloaea that the Lefb 
has inoreased its majority. King Osoar it 
said to be very much displeased at the way 
the elections are going.

Tuesday, Citizens' day, has been declared 
a public holiday. The exhibition will be 
formally opened at 2 o'clock by HiB Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor. The bicycle meet 
will bo a groat attraction in the afternoon 
und the tug-of-war contests begin in the 
evening, Besides the baseball match on 
American day between the Athletics of Se- 
attle and Amities of Victoria, a football 
match is being arranged between two teams 
to play for a trophy. Tho excursionists from 
Tacoma and the Sound will be hospitably ro- 
ceived and everything done to render Am- 
erican day one of the best features of the 
week. 

The Stars play tho James Bays at lacrosse 
on Canada's day (Thursday) and the cricket 
match will also be played that day 

Friday, Children's day, will be a great 
bucccbs, the singing of choruses by 500 
children at the grounds being tho special 
attraction.

Almost every one of tho many churchea of 
Victoria announcoa for to-day eomo specially 
attractive service. Tho ingathering of the 
harvest iB as usual mado occasion for the 
appropriate decoration of many of tho 
places of worship — whore also festival ser- 
vices are of oourso arrangod— and anni- 
versary celebrations, tho prosence of visiting 
divines and tho establishment of new con- 
gregations, make tho day un important ono 
where tho harvest home services are not 
now to bo observed. 

At Christ Church cathedral tho tasteful 
decorations remain in position from mid- 
week, falling tho whole building with frag- 
rance and brightness, and the festival music 
of last Thursday will bo repeatod this even- 
ing. Nevor has tho cathedral looked hotter 
thun it does now in its garlands of green, in- 
terspersed with fruits of tho orohard, glow- 
ing grain and beautiful flowers— " (rod's 
messengers of cheer and gladueBS to His 
children." The font is especially pretty, 
while all other sections of tho sacred edifice 
show that skilful hands, guided by artistic 
taBtes, have been at work. In connection 
with tho evening service tho following muaio 
will be given, with also a solo by Mr. Hor- 
bert Kent :

The little church has been very nicely de- 
corated by the ladles of the pariah with 
grain, fruit and fijwers, mixed with ever- 
greens. The altar, veatod in a rich white 
frontal, is the central feuture. The severul 
gradines at the back, on which stand the 
ma8Bive Euchariatic, Vosper and Extra- 
Festal lightfl, are almost hidden from view, 
as row after row of vusea of ohoico flowers 
rise up to the central cross. Tho two stand- 
ard lights at the east end and west end of 
the altar are tastefully trimmed with wreath- 
ing, aa is also tho sanctuary lamp which 
hangs in front of the altar. Great credit is 
duo to tho faithful baud of workers who 
have devoted to much timo to tne work. 

In tho other Episcopal churches, the 
harvest festivals are not yot. In St. John's, 
whore to day tho rector, Rev. Percival 
Jonns, will conduct all the usual services, 
tho days set uro Thursday and Sunday 
next.

HE WAS MURDERED. 

Indian Policeman Cheam Peter the Victim of 
Foul Ploy— Important Clues 
ljmcovered. 

New Westminster, Sept. 29.— (Special.)— 
Tho body of Choani Peter, the Indian 
policoman who disappeared niyatoriously 
last week, was recovered on Thursday morn- 
ing by Provincial Constable Lister. Tho 
suspicion that Peter had been foully dealt 
with was, it appears, confirmed by finding 
tho body, Death had been cuubocI by a 
blow from a dull instrument, which fractur- 
ed tho skull. The body was found on a bar 
in tho middle of the rivor opposite Cheam, 
whoro it had ovidently been placed after tho 
tragedy.

Ho reports 
that the peat mortem examination mado by 
Dr. W'arwoll showed tho brain to bj filled 
with clotted blood, and that where tho 
weapon had struck the head tho skin was 
boaton into a pulp. All tho evidence avail- 
uhlu waa taken, after whiofa tho inquest was 
adjourned until Tuesday. Constable Liator 
remained on the tceue to follow up clues 
which may rosult in tho capture of tho 
guilty parties.

THE SALMON FISHERY. 

Our Ottawa correspondent's interview 
with the Minister of Marino and Fisheries 
will bo read with deep interest by the in 
habitants of all parts of the Province, 
British Columbians gonorally realizo the in* 
portanco of tho salmon fishery, and they ore 
nil desirous to seo that moans which aro 
really effective bo taken to preserve the fish. 
In this tho people of British Columbia and 
Sir Charles H. Tuppor are at one. No one 
doubts tho earnestness of the Minister to 
preserve the fish from destruction. It is 
generally bolievod, too, that the means 
taken to prevent tho over fishing of the 
Fraser have so far beon efficacious. This 
we think, is clearly proved by Sir 
Charles Tupper himself. He tells us that 
as far back as sixteen yoarB ago, when the 
pack was only 81,440 cases, gentlemen of in 
telligence and standing feared that, at the 
then rato of fishing, tho " fish wealth " of 
the Province would ba destroyed. As early 
»a that timo, too, fears wore expressed that 
tho offal thrown into the river would do the 
salmon fishery serious injury. Tho press of 
the day, too, asked that the " cannerymen 
be put down with a Btrong hand.". Boards 
of Trade also in the succeeding yours feared 
that tho fishery would in the near future be 
exhausted. If the feara of the gentlemen 
who in those early days believed that 
tho appliances used to catch the fish 
were too wasteful and tho regulations too 
lax, were well grounded, there wo\ild not 
to-day be a single salmon in tho Fraeer 
River. But the salmon still frequent the 
river in va t numbers. There are old fisher- 
men who Bay that, one year with another, 
their numbers aro not appreciably lessened. 
This docB not look as if tho measures taken 
by tho Government to restrict the fishermen 
and to keep up tho supply of fish were in- 
tffeotive. The factB, it eeemB to ub, point 
to an exactly oppoaito conclusion. They 
show that the reatrictivd means used by tho 
Government have beon efficient, and that 
the hatcheries have been successful. The 
undiminished numbers of the fish, too, show 
that the practices of the canners have not 
been aa injurious to fish life as many sup- 
pose. Anyono who saw the run of fish in 
1893, and even thiB yoar, will have to ad- 
mit that the abundanco of aalmon in the 
liver is truly marvellous. 

When everything is considered it ia very 
evident that the Minister of Marino and 
Fisheries haB no reason to be discouragod at 
the results of his own and his predecessors' 
effortB to preserve the Fraser River aalmon 
fishery. And, after all, tho differences bo- 
t -veen the canners and his Department aro 
not nearly sogreit as is commonly auppoacd. 
The regulations aro in tho main approved 
by tho canners and fishermen, and havo, 
with tho ainglo exception of tho disposal of 
the offul, been, wo vorily boliovo, moro 
closely observed than fishery regulations 
generally aro. Tho close time, tho weekly 
cessation of fishing during tho season, tho 
regulations with regard to tho sizo of meah, 
the distance of tho nets from each other'iu 
tho river, and tho licensuB, aro all approved, 
or, at any rate, aro not subjects of com- 
plaint. Tho only point on which tho de- 
partment and tho fiahermon aro roally at 
variauoo, as far aa our knowledgo extends, 
is the disposal of tho ofTil. As is seen by 
the intorview this has long boon, by per- 
sona who aro not engaged in the fiahory 
business, a causo of oomplaint. Tho can- 
nerB hold that throwing tho offal into the 
river is not injurious to tho fish and ia not 
productive of disease on shore. It will be 
recollected that tho Hon. Mr. Higgios, one 
of tho Commissioners and certainly not tho 
loast ablo or intelligent, waa of opinion that 
tho disposal of tho offal had not boon injur- 
ious to oithor tho fish in the rivor or tho 
people dwelling noar its bankB. It ia 
observable, too, thab nono of tho sottlera 
near tho rivor havo proBeouted a oannory aB 
a nuisance, ivhioh cortainly would havo beon 
done had any of thoin boon regarded by 
those living in Its neighborhood as offonsivo 
and detrimental to their health. 

It sooms to us that it ia not impossible to 
find out the truth about thia matt or. Have 
the praoticoa of tho oanuora hitherto been in- 
jurious to tho fish or to poople living near 
tho mouth of tho Fraaor ? This is a matter 
io bs settled, not 'by tho theories of persona 



who have never seen the Fraser, or by the 
predictions of well moaning men who havo 
not made the salmon fiahory and its condi- 
tions a atudy, but by an intelligent and an 
impartial invoatigation into the faota. Let 
the inductive method bo used in ooming to a 
conclusion on thia aubjeot and we venturo to 
say that tho Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries will havo no reason to complain of tho 
want of the support of the public opinion of 
the Province. 

It i-i greatly to bo regretted that circum- 
stances did not permit tho Minister to pay 
this Provinco a visit during tho fishing-sea- 
son. Ho would have learned moro from a 
few hours' perroual obaorvation on tho river 
and in tho canneries than he could from the 
ropreBentat'.onB ho reads and hoara from both 
aidea in a yeor. 

Tho Ministor spoaka of tho " abuso and 
vilification " of which ho ia the object. 
Abuse and vilification are unjuatitiuble un- 
der any circumstances, and they aro certain- 
ly u moat ungrateful return to a Minister 
who ia doing what ho bolieves to be his duty 
z-:alously and conscientiously. As wo havo 
already pointed out, no one can reasonably 
and truthfully assort that tho administra- 
tion of tho aalmon fiahory in this Provinco 
haa been, or ia, a failure. A comparison of 
the condition of tho Fraeor River as repardB 
the numbar of fish that frequont it with 
that of tho Columbia and other American 
rivora south of us will provo that it ia tho 
very roverao. 

It was not to bo expected that 
tho cannora and fishermen and tho De- 
pigment would bo always in por 
foot accord. Misunderstandings and dis 
agreomenta woro to bo expected aa a matter 
of oourae. Men who boliove that their 
business ia interfered with unnecessarily and 
for no good purpoao aro apt to got angry 
and to apeak unadvisedly with their lips, 
but when a dispassionate view 
taken of the whole situation wo 
are fully satisfied that there is no 
dispute between the department and those 
interoatod in the salmon fishing and salmon 
packing business so aorious that it cannot 
bo amicably and satisfactorily Bottled by 
judicious and conciliatory mothoda, and 
that, too, without any sacrifice of principle 
on either side. 



A LITTLE TOO FAST. 

It is astonishing tu boo the agility with 
which Borne newspapers jump at conclusions 
The merest rumor, if it happens to agreo 
with their notions, is treated as if it were an 
unquestioned fact ; and a moat imposing 
structuro of argument is built upon the un 
substantial foundation. Some nowspaper 
published what purported to be an inter 
view with Mr. MaBsey, of the Massoy-Har 
ris Company, agricultural maohine manu 
facturers, in which that gentleman is repre 
eented us eaying that tho changoB in the 
tariffs of Canada and the United States will 
compel his company toremovo thoir business 
eatabliahment to the United States. The 
Eistern Liberal papera immediately began 
to write of Mr. MaaBoy's allegod detormina 
tion as if ho and everyone else in his line of 
business bad emigrated to tho Unitod States 
But not one of them haa gone yet, and wo 
believe none of them will go. 

By the revised Canadian tariff the duty on 
agricultural machinery is roduoed from 35 
per cont. to 'JO por cent., but in tho States 
agricultural machinery has been pub on the 
free list. In that country Bomo of tho raw 
material used by the maohine manufacturer 
is also admitted free. This material pays 
duty in Canada. Under these conditions 
Mr. MaBSoy, if tho intorviewor expresses his 
viewa, believes that ho will do betbor in the 
United States thun in Canada. Whon he tries 
the experiment and succeeds it will bo time 
enough to brag about men who have made 
fortunes nnder a proteotive tariff in Canada 
removing their business to where free trade 
in their particular line8 of business has been 
eatabliahed. The 35 per cont. has done so 
much for the Maseoy-Harris concern that it 
is likely that it will stay a little longer in 
Canada to aoo what 20 per cent, can do for 
it. 

A DIFFICULT DUTY. 

There aro somo peoplo who think that 
almost any person, man or woman, who can 
read and write fairly woll, and who has aa 
quired a little book knowlodge, will do for a 
teaolier of ohildron. It is impossible to cal- 
culate tho harm that thia low estimate cf a 
teacher's (|ualificationa causes. Tho material 
on which tho teacher works is exceedingly 
dolicate, and tho harm thoughtlessly done it 
by an ignorant or an incapable teacher may 
be and ofton ia irreparable. Tho following 
introduotory paragraph of an address deliv 
orod boforo tho Collcgo of Precoptors, Lon. 
don, by tho Rov. Canon Daniel, showa with 
torriblo clearness tho difficulties of the 
teachor'd function : 

The critio who proposes to apoak of tho 
common faults in teaching has no laok of 
matter to complain of, for it ia difficult to 
movo a atep without committing somo fault 
or othor. We may, for instance, teach a 
subject but not tho child, or a child but not 
tho subject ; wo may teach tho rinht olass of 
Biibjoots in wrong wuyB, or tho wrong oIubb 
of subjects in right waya ; we may do too 
much for our pupils or too littlo ; wo may 
teach tho class us a whole and not tho indi- 
vidual, or tho individual and not the class ; 
wo may attempt too much or too littlo ; 
we may use a mothod suitable at 
one stago of development in teach- 
ing ohildron who aro passing through 
a different stago ; we may cultivate ono 
sido of a child's mind at tho expense of an- 
other ; wo may, in short, commit mistakoa 
in teaching anywhoro and ovorywhero. 

It may woll be askod, who nro sufficient 
for thesn things, who can engage in teach- 
ing without making tho most aorious mis- 
takes and committing tho moat glaring 
faults ? Certainly not tho man or woman 
who haa nover givon a thought to tho im- 
portance of his or her dutios, who onlorstho 
Bohoolroom in tho morning with tho de- 
termination to got through tho day's work 
with as littlo exertion as possible, and who 
haa only considered tho position in the light 



of a moans to earn a little money. Wo very 
much foar that tho number of touchers who 
boar thoir responsibilities lightly, and who 
do thoir work prefunotorily, ia vory largo. 
And tho worst of it ia very littlo elae seems 
to bo expected of thorn. 

MINISO EXPERTS. 

Tho following abstract from an articlo in 
tho Now Scienc i Review, by Mujor F. I. 
Ricardo Sfavtr, F.R S , Edinburgh, is in- 
teresting aB showing bow Lho ablest 
opiniona by eminent men in tho profeasionof 
mining engineering may be at fault : 

Major Saaver glances for a moment at 
what ne mostaptly terms tho wonderful littlo 
Dutch Republic of the Transvaal, whonco tho 
world is now deriving ita principal eupply 
of tho precious metal. Ten years ugo this 
territory was still practically regarded by 
Great Britain as "Tho Howling Wilder- 
noea." Somo iaolatod and intermittent 
quartz roofs had been found, holding gold in 
fair quant itieB, but regarded aB hardly 
workable under tho conditions of transport 
and labor which thon prevailed. Tho vaat 
auriforoua boda of conglomerate of the 
loitwaterarand had not yoL been discovered, 
or moro properly not recognized by oxperta 
as worthy tho attention of capitalism or 
diggors. The great Loudon houaoof Koths 
child having heard of their existence, 
appealed to thoir Unitod States correspond- 
ent to aenil them tho best mining engineer 
in the country. Mr. Gardner WillianiB, 
who now eo suecessfully direotB tho great 
DoBoora diamond mines at Kimborloy, 
was ohosen for tho post;. Ho viaitod tho 
Transvaal, and traversed from oast to west 
some ot tho finest grazing land in tho world. 
Ho descended the few shafts then sunk in 
tho quartz reef of Barborton and Do Knap, 
away on tho eastern border. Ho examined 
tho patohes of alluvial found here and thoro 
in tho valleys contiguous to theso ; and »c- 
customod aa ho hud been to tho rich and ex- 
tensive gold placers of California, lie came 
away disgusted, marvelling at tho credulity 
of tho Old World bunkers, and finally con- 
demned tho district. Thon he wonded his 
woury way ucroa^ tho veld, towards the 
west en route to Kimborloy, taking tho then 
recently discovered banket formation ab the 
Witwatersvand on his way. M ever in the 
experience of man had such formations beon 
known to contain gold, and hence it waa 
quite pardounblo on tho part of Mr. Wil- 
liams to pooh-pooh thorn aa auriforoua. In 
fact he rode awuy oxcluiming that it waa 
not worth while dismounting to look at 
thorn. ThcBo onco despised bods aro to- 
day tho sourco of untold wealth, and pro- 
ducing gold at tho rate of 840,000,000 a 
a year.

THU FISHERY REGULATIONS. 



Views of the Minister as to Their 
Operation and the Reipiests 
of This Province; 

Opinions Invited From the General 
.Public-Mr. Wilniot on the 
Offal Question. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 18. — The controversy 
which Imb taken placo during the past 
few weeks relative to the operation of 
tho fishery regulations in British Colum- 
bia, lias been closely watched by the offi- 
cials of the marine and fisheries dopart 
ment. To-day tho Colonist correspon- 
dent; hud a lengthy interview with tho 
minister, Sir C. H. Tuppor, and obtained 
from him a detailed statement of the 
views of the department on this impor 
tant matter. 

Sir Charles had evidontly been closely 
following tho question, and in reply to 
questions put to him, ho made the follow 
ine statemont : 

Tho recent agitation in British Colum- 
bia respecting tho restrictions upon fish 
ing, following, as it does, similar ovi 
deuces of hostility to efforts made by my 
department to preserve as a permanent 
advantage to British Columbia tho Sshin; 
industry, brings sharply up a question of 
vital importance. Thero ia no country 
in the world where rivers have sustained 
unrestricted fishing for commercial pur 
poses for any long period. It ia equally 
true that necessary restrictions upon fish- 
ing are unpopular, both with fishermen 
proper and the employers of fishermen. 
Fortunately, in many parts of tho British 
dominions a healthy public opinion sus- 
tains tho enforcement of restrictions of 
this kind. Indeed, without it the best 
regulations in the end amount to little 
and may as well be abolished. 

Hatcheries for the propagation of fish 
are ridiculous if not accompanied by reg- 
ulations and guardianship over tho waters 
supplied from them. In British Colum- 
bia the difficulty on tho part of the de- 
partment is made greater because the 
people interested in taking out of tho 
waters as many fish as they possibly can 
soli are among the leading citizens, and 
are men of local influence. 

The duty has fallen on mo to make an 
effort to preserve the fish wealth of those 
rivers, so that tho future of British 
Columbia may bo at least as attractive as 
her present. Juat now the press teems 
with abuse because I am endeavoring to 
onforce tho regulations and the Fisheries 
Act, though neither have boon seriously 
questioned in parliament. 1 can seo in 
this, as well as the timidity of somo of 
my oflicors, such an evidence of sym- 
pathy with tho fishermen and canners, 
and at the same time hostility to fishery 
IaWK. that unless 1 find signs of approval 
elsewhere in the Province, it may be my 
duty to advise my colleagues that all 
efforts on the part of my officers have 
failed, and that under the ciicumstances 
tho fishery officers should bo dispensed 
with and tho hatchery closed. 

Passing over the abuse that has been 
showered upon myself and those under 
me, I have given careful attention to all 
that has been wntton or said upon this 
important subject. I always feared i 
could not obtain tho approval of tho can- 
ners. It was not reasonable to expect it; 
not because of any peculiarity on their 
part, but simply on account of their im- 
mediate interest in this free commerce, 
That I had, however, every reason to ex- 
pect support from the people as a whole, 
the records of my department show. In 
187<5 tho fishery laws of Canada wore 
made applicable to Britisli Columbia. 

At that date 7,247 cases of fish were 
picked on the Fraser river, where in 
1889, 308,122 were put up. In 1877 the 
pack reached 55,387 cases, and the press 
demanded that fishery legislation should 
be rigorously applied. 

vvnat were the complaints ? 

1. Waste of fish. 

2. Deposit of offal. 

3. Nets blocking the fish on their way 
to spawning grounds. 

4. Absence of close time. 
I me paper observed : 
" A dozen hatcheries would be unable 

to provide for the exhaustion caused by a 
repetition of the criminal folly that some 
of the companies were guilty of last sum- 
mer. Great Britain, Eastern Canada, 
California, Oregon, all lament the rapid 
decay of salmon fisheries. Why should 
not their loss be British Columbia's gain 
by inducing the adoption on Fraser river 
and elsewhere :hroughout the province, 
of the simple and effective rules that ex 
perience has proved will preserve fish 
wealth from complete destruction." 

When canning men wero few, public 
opinion was so strong that the press 
asked that they should be "put down 
with a strong hand." 

In 1878 tho pack on the Fraser was 
81,441) oases, and Senator Cornwall, Mr. 
Koscoo and Mr. Dowdney, represents 
tives in the House of Commons, appealed 
in writing to the minister of fisheries to 
make regulations to protect tho fisheries, 
and prevent impending depletion of the 
British Columbian waters, and they r 
peatodly demanded the enforcement of 
the act respecting the deposit of offa" 
In 1881 tho pack had risen to 142,510 
cases on the Fraser. Senator Cornwall, 
having become governor of the province, 
brought to the attention of the Canadian 
government this subject of protecting the 
fishing industry. 

It is impossible to believe that in 1881 
there wero as many canners on the Brit 
ish Columbia board of trade as thero are 
now, because this body then demanded 
restrictions upon fishing. They also had 
a high opinion of Mr. Wilmot at that 
date. 

Attention was called to tho enormous 
development shown by the value of 
canned salmon rising from $305,000 .in 
1880, 'to 8875,000 in 1881, and it was 
asked that " firm stops " bo taken to pro- 
tect tho rivers from over-fishing. The 
board of trade added : 

"Compared with tho Columbia and 
Sacramento, tho rivors of this province 
are small and thoir capabilities as fishing 
grounds are vory limited. On tho 
smaller streams uttor exhaustion of tho 
linh would soon ensuo from over-liahing, 
while in tho Fraser and Skoena rivors 
tho supply would bo so diminished as to 



seriously injure tho industry, which, 
under proper protective measures, should 
not only continue as a means of employ- 
ment to a very largo portion of our 
population, but bo developed on a far 
more extensive and permanent footing." 

Respecting tlie recent request to extend 
tho fishing season to the end of August, 
I call attention to the language of Gov- 
ernor Cornwall in 1882 : 

" But last summer tins closo time was 
done away with on tho Fraser river be- 
tween tho 10th day of July and tho 25th 
August, during, in facr, tho whole time 
in which the principal and most valuable 
run of lish continues. So enormous was 
tho run of fish that a number of boats 
(which under ordinary circumstances 
would have been employed) wore thrown 
out of work, a Bmaller number being able 
to secure all the fish that could bo util- 
ized by tho canneries, and consequently 
it is quite probable that a porfectly suffi- 
cient number of lish for breeding pur- 
poses ascended to the higher roaches of 
tho river. But this would only bo tho 
case in occasional years, and it does 
seom to mo that it would havo been better 
to allow the fuller measure of pro- 
tection to the salmon to remain in force 
instead of giving way to representations 
of those who can only bo looked upon as 
interested parties. I havo been assured 
by tho vory efficient inspector of fisheries 
for the province (Mr. Anderson) that do- 
ing away with the closo time was a tenta- 
tive and not a permanent measure, but 1 
must say I am distinctly opposed to a 
tentative measure which can and proba- 
bly will ultimately prove disastrous in its 
effect." 

The board of trade in 1882 suggested 
that an infringement of regulations should 
bo followed by confiscation of fishing ap- 
pliances, besides severe penalties. Licen- 
ses wore to coat 820 or §25 for each 
establishment. The pack on the Fraser 
river has risen from 7,000 cases in 1870, 
to 474,230 cases in 1803. The value of 
tho fisheries and lish caught in the Prov- 
inco of British Columbia has riser, from 
§104,007 in 1870, to §4,443,963 in 1803. 
The department of marine and fisheries 
is making an honest effort to enforce tho 
laws and regulations, and a general burst 
of indignation has occurred, stirred up, 
chiefly, because I refused to extend tho 
fishing season prescribed by law, and be- 
cause 1 have allowed the consequences of 
violating tho laws to fall upon tho heads 
of the guilty. 

No one could have studied more 
earnestly than 1 to ascertain how far it 
was prudent to give ell'ect to tho views of 
those immediately concerned in tho fish- 
eries. 1 examined all the reports 1 could 
find. 1 sent an officer of great exper- 
ience to British Columbia. I afterwards 
appointed a commission, containing two 
local men. Their report and evidence 
laid on the table of the House of Com- 
mons for a year. 

1 consulted an expert brought front 
England, where ho had aerved with dis- 
tinction. 1 drafted regulations, consult- 
ed every local and federal representative 
from British Columbia, boards of trade 
and the public generally. I framed regula- 
tions and they wero adopted early this 
year. No criticism reached me till the 
end of tho fishing season. I declined to 
extend this season or to make tho regula- 
tions ridiculous and embarrass the trade. 
Abuse and vilification is now the order of 
tho day. No ono supposes I dosiro to 
oppose public opinion in this troublesome 
business ; and 1 havo tho satisfaction of 
knowing that my officers' views havo not 
been questioned on the floor of tho 
House of Commons. I propose now to 
find out what those not immediately in- 
terested in canning and fishing in British 
Columbia really want. If the fishermen 
aro to have their own sweet will, so be it! 
I would esteem it a great favor if thoso 
not immediately concerned in fishing 
would give mo the benefit of their 
opinions. 1 can in all fairness claim this 
beforo they sit in judgment upon my 
course." 

Tho Minister then asked your corres- 
pondent, in tho event of his observations 
being published, to givo also tho 
following memorandum prepared by 
Mr. Samuel Wilmot, and dealing 
with many of the points which 
have been referred to in newspaper 
articles and correspondence during tho 
past few weeks. Mr. Wilmot, in "his 
comniun cation to tho Minister, says : 

" Incorrect and misleading statements 
aro made regarding tho policy pursued 
by the department of marine and fisheries 
for tho protection of the salmon and 
preservation of the fishing industries. 

" Fault is found because an extension 
of the fishing season for sockeyo salmon 
was not given by the department to the 
canners who applied for it. In referring 
to the fishery regulations of March 3, 
1804, which beforo being finally estab- 
lished were submitted for criticism and 
inspection, and for approval or otherwise, 
to the canners, to tho public press 
and to most of the leading and 
influential persons in the prov- 
ince, including tho members of the 
Commons and of tho local legislature. 
These draft regulations, with some slight 
alterations, were almost invariably as- 
sonted to as being well adapted to servo 
tho interests of the canners and fish- 
ermen generally, and at tho same time 
maintain the salmon fishing industries of 
the Fraser river and other waters in 
Britisli Columbia ; wheropon these regu- 
lations became law. 

" There wore two periods named in these 
regulations when the "sockeyo" salmon 
should be taken, namely : From July 1 
to August 25 ; and from September 
25 to October 31, ouch of tho days in- 
clusive. It had been given in evidence 
previously by canners, and by informa- 
tion obtained from others that, after the 
25th August the sockeyo salmon " run " 
would bo generally over, and after that 
date these salmon would not be ttttocsn ; 
and for this reason the 25th August was 
fixed as tho closing of tho fishing for 
sockeyeo, in order to conserve the fishing 
industry, and also to provont any inferior 
qualities of Canadian canned salmon bo- 
ing put upon the homo and foreign 
markets. 

" Tho year of 1803 was particularly 
noted for an immense catch of salmon in 
British Columbia rivors, being over fifty 
por cent greater than any previous 
season in tho history of the canning in- 
dustry. Tho value of canned salmon put 
up in 1803 amounted to $2,016,990, 
v.-hon in 1802 it was §1,378,031, making 
tho extraordinary incronso in 1893 over 
1892 of 31; 038,350. The canners in tho 
face of this asked for a further extension 



of the fishing season for 1803 beyond tho 
time established by law. This extension, 
however, by tho determination of the 
Minister to uphold the regulations, and 
to conserve tho fishing industries of tho 
province, was not conceded. 

"An annual demand for extending tho 
fishing season beyond tho time established 
by law has become stereotyped with tho 
cannerymen and their agents, no matter 
whether tho salmon " run" may bo more 
than half as largo again as tho previous 
year — as it actually was in 1893 — or 
even when tho " run" is reported to bo 
"enormous," as in 1804, as quoted by 
tho loading commercial periodical of tho 
Dominion, the Journal of Commerco, and 
by othor reliable authorities also. This 
demand for extending tho logal period in 
which salmon can be taken, namely, the 
25th August, may in a measure be ac- 
counted for this season from another 
statement made in tho Journal of Com- 
merco, that an increaso of one shilling por 
case on prices had been offered by Lon- 
don houses for tho Fraser river catch of 
salmon in 1804. 

Another statement is made in tho 
articlo published in British Columbia on 
tho 28th ultimo which must bo incorrectly 
given. It is said, " that of tho 2,000 
licenses issued, ono fourth of tho whole 
number wero given to Japanese." It is 
difficult to comprehend how this could be, 
especially as tho regulations read that, 
" No license shall bo granted to any firm, 
company, or person unless they aro (1) 
British subjects, (2) bona tide fishermen, 

(3) actual residence of tho Province, and 

(4) tho actual ownors of tho nets, boats 
and fishine gear for which tho liconso is 
issued." Under these circumstances it 
seems almost incredible that tho fisheries 
ollicers would grant 500 licenses to Jap- 
anese. 

" Yet another peculiar statement is 
made by your correspondent in this issue 
which reads thus : 'The law governing 
olfal is a snare and delusion. It is a 
well known fact that no olfal of any de- 
scription should be deposited in tho 
rivers, yot the government has taken no 
means to havo their ovil abated, but per- 
secution. It would bo more generous 
and paternal if the government would de- 
viso some method to effectually got rid of 
this fish-offal, and tho sorioua loss and 
trouble to canners, and tho danger of 
epidemics caused by crowded commun- 
ities forced to drink these tainted 
waters. ' 

"Whilst our correspondent's views on 
this ollal question are no doubt correct as 
regards the baneful effects from it to tho 
river, by tainting the wator and causing 
disease amongst the inhabitants, it would 
appear to bo extremely difficult to under- 
stand on what grounds tho government 
should bo asked to bo sufficiently ' gen- 
erous and paternal ' to do the dirty work 
of these private companies on the Fraser 
and other rivers in British Columbia. It 
means that tho state should relievo these 
companies from a work which the law 
and humanity demand from them for 
disposing of the refuse matter made at 
their canneries, and to ask tho inhabit- 
ants of tho country to boar the expense 
connected with carrying it out. 

" Why should tho government institute 
moans, at heavy expense, to rolieve these 
cannerymen from properly disposing of 
tho thousanda of tons weight (to speak 
in plain English), of fish-guts and rofuae 
matter which the}' annually cast into the 
rivers, contrary to law, from thoir packing 
houses, to tho injury of the fisheries and 
the health of the inhabitants along the 
rivors whore these factories are located ? 

" At the commencement of this work of 
canning salmon in B.C., it was not so ex- 
tensively carried on and the inhabitants 
were not so numerous as at the present 
time, and tho injurious effects to be felt 
from casting offal into tho rivers wero 
not then experienced to such an extent as 
to cause alarm. But with tho enormous 
strides which tho canning industry has 
reached at the present day, and with the 
greatly increased populations on tho 
Fraser river, this offal question has 
caused dissatisfaction and much alarm 
amongst the several communities inter- 
ested for the healthful state and general 
prosperity of their neighborhoods. 

" Whilst tho law, which is a statutory 
one, had been in existence for many 
years, the enforcement in a now country 
like British Columbia with no special 
complaints then made regarding its vio- 
lation, it was not pressed by the depart- 
ment. But when pressure was brought 
to bear as to the injurious effects from 
the enormous quantities of fish-offal and 
polluted matter being indiscriminately 
cast into the rivers from the greatly in- 
creased number of cannery establish- 
ments, action had to be taken. 

"To carry this out without immediate 
inconvenience to the canning industries, 
timely notice covering some years was 
given to tho parties interested, that tho 
statutory enactment regarding the dis- 
posal of offal from the factories would bo 
enforced, but instead of a com- 
pliance with tho law and of the 
timely notice given to make the necessary 
preparation to properly dispose of the 
immense quantities of offal and rofuso 
matter made at tho canneries, the pro- 
prietors, with barely an exception, took 
no heed of tho matter and steadily pur- 
sued their course in violating tho law. 
The consequence has boon that, to sus- 
tain the majesty of the law, in somo cases 
prosecutions have been instituted and 
penalties inflicted, and as warned in tho 
licenses, tho licenses of tho guilty ones 
wero cm i celled. 

" Arriving at this state of things and 
notwithstanding the leniency given to 
tho canners and their agents, to make 
preparations by which the law might be 
upheld, a persistency is shown not to do 
so, and propositions aro now advanced by 
the canners to the elfect that the govern- 
moot should, at its expense, orect oilories 
or creniatorios and convoy thoir polluted 
matter from tho several canneries to 
thoso establishments, and thus perform a 
work at tho public expense which de- 
volves by law upon the individuals and 
companies engaged in these private en- 
terprises of canning salmon in British 
Columbia. 

"A proposition of this kind carrios 
with it its own refutation; bub for a 
passing remark in reference to it and ad- 
mitting for tho moment that the govern- 
ment were to become the servants of the 
B.C. canners and perforin the work legit- 
imately belonging to all proprietors of 
manufacturing establishments, to clean 
up and dispose of the olfal, refuse matter 
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BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enablo tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria to raise tho sum 
of §150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whoroaa it la oxpedlont and necossary to 
raiBo a sum of money for extending and Im- 
proving tho supply of wator of tho water worka 
of tho City of Victoria to tho Inhabitants 
thoroof, and for thut purposo to ralao by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city tho sum 
of $150,000; 

And whoroaa it will require tho aura of 
87,734 to bo raiaod annually by rate for tho pay- 
ment of tho new debt and interest; 

And whereaa tho whole ratable land and 
lmprovomonts or real propony of tho said cor- 
poration of tho City of Viotoria, according to 
tho last rovlsod assossmont roll for tho year 
1881, is 815,559,370.C0; 

And whoroaa it will requiro an annual rato 
of ono half of ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
Buch now debt and intore8t; 

And whoroaa thla By-law shall not bo altorod 
or repealed excopc with tho consent of tho 
Lioutcnant-Govornor-ln Council. 

Bo it thoroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Soo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Viotoria to borrow 
upon tho crodit of tho Baid Corporation by way 
of the dobontures hereinafter montionod from 
any porson or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to ndvanco tho same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding In thj 
wholotho sum of $150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound Btorling), and to causo all buiiib so raised 
or roceivod to bo paid into tho handd of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with the object horoinbeforo ro- 
cked. 

Soc. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo any numbor of debentures to bemado, 
executed and issued for such suras as may bo 
required, not oxceoding, however, tho sum of 
?150,000, oithor in currency (or sterling money 
at tho rato of 1. 80 2-3 dollara to tho ono pound 
storling) as may bo required, oach of tto said 
debentures being of tho amount of 31,000 or Hb 
storling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo soulcd with tho 
soal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3 Tho said debentures shall boar date 
tho 1st day of October, 1891, nnd shall bo made 
pnyablo in fifty years from tho stid dato at 
such placo, either in Groat Britain, tho United 
States of Amorlca, or tho Dominion of Conada, 
ns may bo designated thoreou, and shall havo 
attached to thorn oouponB for tho paymont of 
interest, and tho signatures to tho intorost 
coupons may bo either wrltton, stamped, 
printed or lithographed, 

Soo. 4, Tho said dobonturos shall boar In- 
torost at tho rato of 1J por cont, por annum 
from tho date thoroof, which Interost shall bo 
payablo half yoarly, at such placo, eithor in 
Groat Britain, tho Unltod States of Amorica, 
or tho Dominion of Canada, aa may bo ex- 
pressed in tho dobonturos and coupons. 

Soc. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said dobonturos and tho intorost 
coupons, eithor or both, to bo rnado payablo at 
Buch placo, eithor in Great Britain, tho Unltad 
States of Amorlca, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
a8 may bo desired. 

Soo. 0. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain Bpoclflc Bum for tho payment of , tho in- 
terest on tho said dobonturos during their cur- 
rency, there shall bo raiaod annually tho sum 
of ?o."50, and for tho purposo of raising annu- 
ally a cortain specific aum for tho paymont of 
tho dobt at maturity, there ahall bo raiaod an 
nually tho sum of ?985. 

Sec. 7. Tho Bald annual suma in tho next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall bo raised 
and loviod in oach year by a ruto oufllcient 
thorofor on all tho ratablo land or improvo 
monts orroal proporty In tho Municipality of 
tho said Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuance of tho said dobenturea 
or any of them. 

Seo. 8. It shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from tlmo to timo to pur 
chaso any of the said dobontures, and audi de 
bonturea shall be ho expressed as to ontitlo tho 
Bald Council to redoom and purchaao tho snmo 
on paying tho amount thoroof and tho intoreat 
duo theron at tho dato of such purchaao to tho 
holdor or holdora thoroof, at any tlmo after 
twenty-five yoara from tho date of iasuanco of 
the sal l dobontures. 

Sec. 0. This by-law shall, beforo tho flna! 
paasago thoroof, rccoivo tho aaaont of tho oloc 
tors of tho said Corporation in tho manner pro 
vtded for by tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amend- 
ments thereto, and shall take elicct on tho let 
day of Octobor, 18J4. 

Seo. 10. This by law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as tho " Wator Worka Loan By-law, 1881." 

PftBsed tho Municipal Council tho 27th day of 
AuguBt, 1891. 

Received tho assent of the olectors tho 11th 
day of Soptombor, 1891.

and debris 01 all kinds mado in the man- 
ufacturing of their goods, what would 
prevont, with such a precedent given to 
the B.C. cannors, all othor manufactur- 
ing establishments in Canada from de- 
manding from the government to carry 
away all ref uso matter made qy them ? 

Tins wiso provision of the statute to 
prevent the offal of fish being cast into 
rivors is strongly advocated by the abor- 
iginal Indians of British Columbia. It is 
noticed in one of the lotters in your issue 
of the 29th ultimo that, whilst some 
severe attacks are recorded as having 
been mado agaimt the policy of 
the fisheries department of Canada, a 
redeeming statoment was made by an In- 
dian chief, who strongly censured both 
the canners and the government on this 
offal question, by saying: 'They were 
both wrong, as the cannors wanted to 
throw the guts into the river, and the 
government wanted the guts and 
heads of salmon emptied in 
the salt water, where seven miles 
from shore wo get our nets filled 
with stinking guts, and when the tide 
Hows in it carries the guts back into the 
river again. * * * The Indians 
fished salmon long ago ; they did not 
throw the guts in the water ; they threw 
them on the land, and that is where they 
should always bo put. We ask the gov- 
ernment not to allow the guts to be 
thrown in the water fresh or salt.' 

" In your correspondent's article in the 
issue of the 29th ultimo, over the signa- 
ture of 1 D. J. Munn,' who is feeling 
recently the effects of tho law which he 
has persistently violated for years past, 
Mr. Munn arrogates to himself 
the position of a dictator to 
the government as to what should 
bo done in tho interests of the 
canners, by which they may obtain 
special privilege for themselves which 
not permitted in any other part of tho 
Dominion, viz : to be freed from tho 
operations of tho statute which forbids 
the offal of fish or other deleterious sub- 
stances being cast into rivers frequented 
by lish, etc. 

" Another extraordinary proposition is 
put forth by this writer, which be calls a 
'moderate and reasonable one,' that 
the government should tako from tho 
public funds a sum of money which he 
alleges to be §34,774 from tho fisheries 
revenues of Canada, and appropriate it 
annually in carrying on or bonusing man- 
ufactories to utiliso the refuse and fish 
ofl'al made at the canneries in British 
Columbia. This would mean, according 
to Mr. M unit's calculations, that a sum of 
§34,774 should be takon annually from 
tho people of the country to relieve the 
canners from tho work incumbent upon 
them by law^, to dispose of tho offal from 
the salmon put up in thoir canneries in 
Buee a manner as not to bo thrown into 
and pollute the river to tho injury of 
the inhabitants and the fisheries of the 
river. 

"It is somewhat strange that Mr. 
Munn had not added to his proposition 
that the government take a further sum 
out of tho public funds to bo used in 
catching and cleaning these salmon for tho 
sevoral canning establishments, in order 
that the cannerymen might derive just so 
much more prolit from thoir establish- 
ments and save themselves from the 
expense and responsibility consequent 
upon tho hiring of a great number of 
fishermen, Indians, klootchmen and .Jap- 
anese workmen usually employed to per- 
form the dirty work caused by cleaning 
and packing vast numbers of salmon at 
the canneries. 

"Mr. Munn quotes again from figures 
which he says he took from the hi3t an- 
nual fisheries report, giving the revenue 
from the B.C. fisheries at §40,621, 
From this amount he asks that $34,774, 
which he calls a surplusovor expenditure, 
should be expended in tho erection and 
annual maintenance of manufactories, to 
utilife the fish offal and refuse made from 
the several canneries on tho Frasor river. 
He furthermore says that tho benefits 
that would flow from tho government do- 
ing this would leave in the hands of 
the department tho means of effectively 
removing the present causes of com- 
plaints so continually made by the can- 
nerymen. And furthermore, it would 
relieve these canning kings and their 
comfortable commission agents and 
brokers from an alleged difficulty which 
they are said to labor under in piosecut- 
ing a business which Mr. Munn asserts 
is at best 1 hazardous and uncertain,' and 
the crowning part would bo a happy mil- 
lenneum between tho canners and the 
department of fisheries, with peace and 
barmony all along the lines, should Mr. 
Mu tin's self-conceived propositions lie 
entertained. 

" It will bo well to look back a few 
years and seo the position held by the 
canners on the Frasor river. Before 1890 
they asserted as of right that they should 
hold almost tho exclusive privilege of 
fishing in that river, as against the na- 
itive fishermen, the incoming immigrant 
fishermen and othor inhabitants of the 
province ; and even when the first break 
was mado in this monopoly they insisted 
upon and succeeded in establishing the 
number of licenses to fish on tho Fraser 
river at ijOO. Of this number they 
claimed 3o0 to be divided amongst them- 
selves, allowing tho remaining 160 to be 
given to fishermen ai d freezers of fish on 
tho river. This unequal division of the 
great fishing privileges on the Fraser 
river was held to be audi a monopoly in 
the hands of tho cannerymen as to pre- 
vent tho ordinary fishermen, as well as 
other citizens of the province, 
from partaking of tho benefits from the 
fishing wealth flowing past their doors, 
and a general outcry for redress from 
this state of things was heard. An in- 
vestigation was ordered, which reported 
this state of things regarding their in- 
equality of fishing privileges and de- 
scribed also tho wanton waste of fish in 
tho canneries, and tho vast amount of 
polluting matter cast into the river from 
tho canning process. Further dissatis- 
faction arose amongst tho cannerymen 
and a commission was askod for. This 
was granted by tho appointment of a 
royal commission in 1891, consisting of 
throo gentlemen, two of whom were 
prominent leading residents in British 
Columbia. A lengthened and thorough 
investigation was made by these commis- 
sioners into tho fishery mutters and fish- 
ery regulations of that province ; a vol- 
■ uininous report was prepared and sub- 



CUT IN ORIKNTAL RATES. 

Why It Was Caused— How It Applies— Forced 
by Keen Competition; 

San Trancisco, Sept. 29 — Merchants 
who are interested in tho Cnina and Japan 
trade havo been disturbed by rumors that 
they aro being dUcrimiutitcd aguinBt in 
favor of Eastern men. This report is denied 
by tho Pacific Mail poople, who claim that 
it coats $10 more a ton to ship oanned goodB 
from Chicago to China than it docs from San 
Francisco ; such is tho Btory told by a mor- 
chant. Too cut in rates it is claimed has 
been in forco since tho sidling of tho Peru. 
Baforo that timn canned goods woro Bhippod 
at the ruto of §12 a ton measurement. On 
tho Peru tho rate was reduced to $15 a ton 
by tto'ght, whioh amounts to almost $5 a 
ton measurement. Tho Canadian Puoifio 
and tho Northorn Pacific first mado tha slash 
to capture tho Chicago trade, aud tho out 
had to be made by tho PaciOo Mail and 
Occidental aud Oriental lines. It is useert- 
od by tho hitter oompanies that tho rato 
from S»n Franoisoo Is tho Bar.10 for Eastern 
sa for locul shippers.

mitted to tho government, which wss 
adopted, and a codo of regulations was 
framed therefrom and established in 
March, 1804. 

" The former limit to cannors of 
twenty licenses was retained, but tho 
feo of §20 fur each liconso was reduced to 
§10. Further privileges woro givon than 
formerly oiistod, by granting fishing 
liconses to all applicants who were bona 
lido resident British subjects. Com- 
panies or individuals engaged in freezing, 
shipping and curing salmon wero en- 
titled to a limit of seven licenses each; 
and furthermore, ovory bona fido resi 
dent fisherman in the province should bo 
entitled to obtain one license each. This 
division of fishing liconses was most sat- 
isfactory to all concerned except tho can- 
nerymen, who urged for more than 
twenty heensos for each of their estab- 
lishments. 

It will therefore bo seen that, whilst 
the cannors wore givon tho same number 
of licenses as formerly, tho feo was 
lowered one half, and upon the supposi- 
tion that the numbers of canning fac- 
tories in operation in 1894 are tho same 
as in 1893, tho cannery proprietors will 
have pocketed amongst themselves by 
this generous concession made by the 
fisheries department, a bonus for 1894 of 
no less a sum than $8,000 in hard cash. 
Yet Mr. Munn in his wrathy ebullition 
of feelings when in the hands of justice 
for violations of tho fishery regulations, 
writes, 'That tho fishermen and canners 
of this province aro taxed in tho way of 
licoiiHe fees to an extent out of all reason 
higher than the fishing industries of the 
other provinces, and that this tax is tin- 
equal and unjust. What kind of people 
aro we if we tamely submit to such a 
bleeding of our industrial strength ?' 

"Mr. Munn is not content with tho con- 
cession of some §S,000 to himself and 
his brother cannors in 0110 year, and asks 
for the whole revenue derived, not only 
from the canners themselves, but also 
from tho freezers, shippers, traders, 
curers of salmon and the individual fish- 
ermen, including settlers and farmers, 
none of whom make these ' thousands of 
tons' of fish offal to pollute the river like 
the cannors. But ho wants tho whole 
fishery revenue obtained from whatever 
source from tho citizens of British Col- 
umbia to bo devoted to building and 
maintaining manufactories for taking 
care of and relieving the cannors from all 
expense and responsibility that may be 
required from them under tho statuto to 
properly dispose of the fish offal and 
othor refuse matter, which they so largely 
make at their factories, which they pol- 
lute the waters with to the great detri- 
ment of tho province at largo. 

" If tho scheme propounded by the 
canners of British Columbia for utilising 
tho fish-offal from their packing estab- 
lishments is to bo of such profit to tho 
government, then surely it would bo 
equally profitable to tho canners them- 
selves to outer into tho speculation, par- 
ticularly with the greater facilities at 
thoir hands for carrying out such a work. 
And why should not theso cannery gen- 
tlemen apply tliii sum of $K,000, which 
has so unexpectedly dropped into their 
hands by the fifty per cent, reduction of 
the license fees paid by them in all for- 
mer years? In addition to thoir cash in 
hand deposit of §i-!,000, havo they not 
tho profits of tho unprecedented salmon 
catch of 1893, which was more in value 
by upwards of fifty per cent, than in any 
previous year of the canning industry in 
British Columbia? 

" Mr. Munn says if tho government 
woro to take tho offal from these can- 
neries and relieve them from all expense 
consequent upon legally disposing of 
this vast quantity of refuse matter, 'it 
would remove a handicap and hindrance 
to the prosecution of their business, 
which is at best hazardous and uncertain.' 

"Does it show evidence of tho industry 
being 'hazardous and uncertain' when 
these canning companies with their com- 
mission agents and brokers aro held by 
general report of their fellow citizens to 
bo the 'moneyed kings' of British 
Columbia ? Is there a record in any 
other part of tho world whero salmon tire 
taken more easily, more cheaply or more 
numerously than on tho Fraser river ! 
•Y cannery will run only a few months in 
the year, when the men are paid off, and 
no further expenditure of any account 
for tho year is required. The sockoyo 
fishing season lasts from five to seven 
weeks, during which time 0110 licensed 
boat will catch upon an average, taking 
0110 year with another, between (1,000 
and 7,000 salmon ; m somo cises 10,000 
and 11,000 aro taken. Such is the record 
shown to have taken place previous to 
1892, which has not decreased since, as 
the catch in 1893 was greater by fifty per 
cent, than during any previous year ; and 
that (if 1894 is from present accounts 
above that of 1892. This, with tho in- 
creased applications annually for licenses 
and additional canning establishments 
being built every year, does not show 
that the canning industries of British 
Columbia are ' handicapped or hindered ' 
by the governmental regulations, nor 
does it show that the business is at 
best 'hazardous and uncertain.'"

On Rusaoll Btreet, rook 
was taken out of a tronch clone to a garden 
fence, where tho greatest euro had to bo ox- 
oroiaod, for $1.88 per yard which would 
havo coat by contract $4. Tho work on San 
Juan avenue, done by day labor, over-run 
tho lowest estimate by a small amount, hut 
extras woro included wh oh would if d> no by 
contruot havo brought tho amount fully up 
to tho aotual coat by tho duy, but oven this 
work wua not dono under Mr. Wilson, who 
wou'd havo mado a ditft rentjehowing. 

It is not generally understood that there 
was only $;S0.000 at disposal for atreot, work, 
bridgeB and sidewalks for 1891 with iuroada 
for othor purpoaea mado in that amount ; 
being only $5,000 more than tho oounoil ol 
1893 spent in a few weeks in cleaning up the 
Btro-its after years of neglect, and it will 
tako two years or moro to get them back to 
where they wero before t tie roads' natural 
feeder waa aold, namely the gravel pita at 
Spring Ridgo. Seeing that tho city has in 
ita street commissioner a competent man, it 
will bo my aim to have all public works put 
ua far from tho reach of the council as possi- 
ble, and under competent supervisors with 
full power to hire and diachargo men, and a 
graded scale of wages adopted bo that our 
older men can get employment for what they 
aro worth and a good man what ho can earn 
and with auch maragement the city can in 
no way get better value for ita money.

Thus left 
with eleven men to thoir oppononta' twolve, 
tho Ninotioths incrcasod thoir efforta, their 
captain Bhouting himself hoarBO in hia fer- 
vent oxhorlationa to " Levi " to " got there 
now," and to tho team generally to " put it 
through with a ruBh." F. Smith again 
mado a winning ahot for tho Bays, after 
about 25 minutes' play. 

Tho fourlh gamo wont the way of ita pre- 
docoaaorfl, Bland acoriDg in l"i minutea. 
Notwithstanding that it waa now an impoa- 
aibility for thorn to win, tho visitora played 
with undiminished energy, and thoir dofenco 
earned and received round aftor round of an- 
plauao for tho manner in which they acquit- 
ted themselves. 

Tho ttvonty two minutos romaiuing of the 
playing time wero exhausted without an- 
other goal boing reared, though both sidaB 
worked hard. Tho toamn lined up and 
ohoorod each other in regulation form, and 
a match quito ae interesting as any played 
hero this aoason camo to an end. 

Tho Jamoa Baya, now tho proud holdera 
of tho intormediato championship and win- 
norB of tho gold lockets presented by tho 
Viotoria LaoroBBo Club, wore very warmly 
conplimented upon tho distinction thoy havo 
aohfovod as tho result of a groat deal of 
faithful praotioe throughout tho season. 
Thoir meat formidablo oppononta havo boon 
tho Stars, also of this city, which can now 
ostabliBh a claim to having the two bo8t 
toams of juniors in tho province, somothing 
to bo proud of whon it is remembered that 
Westminster, Vancouvor and Nanaimo all 
point with just pHdo to thoir reprosontativo
